With this letter we come to the cud of
the Story of the Inaugurate which has
covered 112 years of the history ot this
Bepublic

The constnnt render of theso stones
since the Inausuration of George TVash--

injrton April 30 17S9 has been in touch
with the onward march of this ltepublie
The evolution of civilization has lieea em

phatieally marked every four years since
the morning of April 30 17S0 dawned
upon a waiting anxious multitude which

had poured into the City of Xew York to

witness the first Presidential Inaugural
ceremonies

For the benefit of thoe who may not
have seen the fut story we will repeat
how it came about that the 4th of March
was selected as Inaugural Day

After the ratification ot the Constitu-
tion

¬

by the several States the Congress

of the old Confederation fixed upon the
first Wednesday in January 17S1 for the
choice of electors the first Wednesday in
Tebruary for the otiug by the electors
and the first Wednesday hi March for the
Inauguration of the President The latter
day fell on the 4th that year and the 1 ui
amendment to the Constitution settled
upon this as the legal date

Georgo Washington should have been
inaugurated March 4 but many of the
States were backward in getting their
leprcsentatives on the ground and a
quorum was not present until April 0
Washington did not receive the news of
his election until April 11 Two days
later he left Mount Vernon arriving in
Kew York April 23

April 30 is therefore an historic day in
this ltepublie and Congress might with
reason beside that of bad weather make
that day the Nations fotal day Wash-
ingtons

¬

Inaugural was attended with all
the pomp and parade military and civic
that conld be mustered into service and
for that time surpassed any function that
had been incorporated officially

The inauguration of Thomas Jefferson
was the first to take place in tnu Capital
City

The records of the day say that at high
noon the President elect Thomas Jeffer-
son

accompanied by the heads ot Depart ¬

ments the Marshal of the District of
Columbia and n long procession of mil-
itary

¬

olHcers and men in civic authority
arae into the Senate Chamber It seems

that cvervbodr subject to be enrolled in
the Government ten ice answered piesent
when the procession was in line but we
must not forget that this was in the early
morning of this IJenublie and when we
remember that the Xovember beforc when
the Sixth Congress took up its jiIkkIo at
the Capital the Government omcinls num-
bered

¬

54 persons including the President
Secretaries and various clerks it could
not have been a very imposing body as
far as numbers went that escorted the
President elect Thomas Jefferson to the
Capitol neither could it hardly be placed
to his credit the lack of greater ceremony
They did the best ther could with the ma-
terial

¬

at hand and if Jefferson footed it
ns some say or lode and tied his own
horse ns others say this plebian manner
was evidently one of Hobsonb choice his
lirother-in-la- Jack Kppes was stalled in
the mud of Virginia with the magnificent
four-in-han- d which he was sent to pur-
chase

by Jefferson for the occasion for
which he paid flCOO But luck it was
for the Jeffersonian party that mud was
monarch in Old Virginia Without it
Jeffersonian simplicity would never

have been heard of in the land
We have never seen a pictnre of Tcffer

Mn that did not represent him in knee
breeches buckles low cut shoes ruffled
wristbands etc and have been told by
members of his family that he was most
jiunctilious regarding- - his personal appear-
ance

¬

If he appeared on this Inaugural
day in coarse shoes tied with leather

hoestriiigs aud other articles of wear-
ing

¬

apparel In keeping we are wondering
if he threw aside his usual apparel to
make an impression We prefer to be-
lieve

¬

all this stuff the concoction of an
imaginative mind Jefferson was the only
President that so adhered to rules ot eti
quet as to publish a manual on the sub¬

ject which is in vogue today
Circumstances were the governing

power of events in those days to a degree
that would not be possible today The
march of progress along the different
paths in civilization which marks the

pochs of history are not more plainly
photographs than in the spectacular dis-
play

offered to please the eye and whim
of the citizens of the Republic in its quad-
rennial

festal of Inaugural Day
When President McKinley rode from

the White House to the Capitol on March
4 19H attended by the old derails andmilitary bodies and clieertrd by tens of
thousands who had gathered to do him
honor and Tiew the wonderful xpectacle
of the City Beautiful in gala dress he
was celebrating the 100th anniversary of
that ceremony in Washington Just a
hundred years ago Thomas Jefferson was
inaugurated President

AVashington a hundred years ago was o
muddy village and this fint Inaugural
that christened its avenue was a tame af-
fair

Enthusiasm did not run high in
IKilitics for there had been n tie in the
vote of Congress The tie was not ns
home writers have asserted lctween Jef¬

ferson and Adams but it was between
Jefferson and Burr each getting 73 votes
John Adams got 05 votes and Charles C
rinc Lney G l votes Had Mr Jefferson
received one vote more than Burr whicl
Burrs vambitiou prevented the dilemma
would have been obviated but it was
thrown into the House for settlement and
on the 3Gth ballot Jefferson was elected
It left an ugly acrimonious feeling There
were no features ot the celebration for
want ot concert of action except those
provided by the law There are other
things beside the apotheosized hitchlng
Htrai and Inaugural processions which
history say Jefferson would have elimi-
nated

of which his followers today say
little Among them his effort with his
followers to ussail the Supreme Court
with repealing statutes and proposed con ¬

stitutional amendments He moored the
navy in the Potomac and would gladly
have dragged the frigates Constitution
Constellation Chesapeake United States
and Philadelphia out on dry land

Tho supremacy of a consolidated Tvation
he labored incessantly to supplant by the
inpremacy of tho State That Adminis ¬

tration was but a hundred jears ago nnd
today National power is supreme The
first Inauguration of the new century is
founded upon the principles laid down by
Hamilton carried on by Clay Webster
and other statesmen of the day the same
for which Grant led the forces of the Gov
ernment and for which Abraham Lin
coin died

The second Inaugural of Mr McKin-
ley

¬
gave unbounded evidence of tho inter¬

cut of the citizenship of the Republic in
this National celebration The great ma ¬

jority rejoice in the new birth of loyalty
and ilevotlou in the steadfast perform ¬

ances of National obligations and in the
increase of respect for the United States
throughout the woild

Pity is in order for the critic here and
there who Is bound to be censorious de ¬

nouncing the extravagances of Inaugural
ceremonies as un repubican in spirit It
is as old and familiar as the lamentations
of Jeremiah to which few listen nnd
never those who visit Washington
every four years to see their President In
flugnratedand would be disappointed were

ithere illuminations flags music and
Uuiij squadrons to emphasize the coming

of

of the central figure ot the Nation The
change ot status in the ltepublie is shown
equally as strong by the superb work of
the newspapers as in the ceremonies
themselves One hundred years ago a
half column in the daily papers told the
story of the Inaugural The first Inau-

ihc world some idea of its magnitude

The Inaugural was a great success
barring rain and a few incongruities and
the Committee should have the hearty
thanks of the citizenship ot the country

The 4th of March 1001 has come and
gone the tocsin which announced to the
people of the United States from sea to
sea the end of one Administration aud
the Legvnnlng of another has ceased its
echoes ta the ends of the earth has gone
the message that the same President is
doing business at the old Etand that said
to Spnin barbarities must cease in this

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fer yon the enjoyment ot the privileges
contained in the American Constitution
the development of your commerce and
tho blessings which are now the heritage
of tho Americau citizen to the Boxers in

The incident in China gave the United

While we were camped at the mouth
of Cherry Crept ome of our men who
were old Callfornfil miners washed out
some dirt taken out of Cherry Creek and
got a little golddust but as we could not
stay and didnt believe there was enough
of it to pay we went on our way down
the Platte and soon forgot or thought
little about it But our command Jill
knew of the gold discovery nt Pikes Peak
at least a jear before Mr Simpsons re¬

puted discovery
It is not pertinent to this article to

give any further account of our expedi-
tion

¬

which was a severe piece of experi¬

ence but at some other time I may as-
sist

¬

the future historian of Colorado by
detailing some remembrances ot those
rough times from 37 to CI inclusive
There are probnbly many of my old com ¬

rades living who can corroborate my
statements in regard to the first discovery
of gold in the Pikes Peak region

I do not claim the honor of the gold
discovery for mjself or any of our com ¬

mand but in tho interest of correct his-
tory

¬

only wish the credit to go to the
proper parties and it has always seemed
to me that the party of Mlssourians be-
fore

¬

mentioned are justly entitled to the
honor

THE SITi OF DENVER

As stated in my letter above quoted we
camped June HO 57 at the mouth of
Cherry Creek where the City of Denver
now stands and were mustered for two
months pay but not paid off Tho cere-
mony

¬

of mustering for pay has to be gone
through on the last lays of February
Apiil June August October and Decem-
ber

¬

but wo will not receive pay until we
come in reach of a Paymaster

The country here is wild in the fullest
sense giving lib evidence of the occupa-
tion

¬

by white man except the road we
are traveling which is well worn by Cali-
fornia

¬

travel this California Trail crosses
the river Sonth Platte here and strikes
through the mountnins near this camp at
the mouth of Cherry Creek where we
leave it us our course will be down the
right bank of the river The scenery is
beauurm game nuunuant climate de-
lightful

¬

and healthy nnd the country only
needs tho comforts of civilization to mako
it n plcasunt place to dwell

Pikes Peak with its snow covered sum-
mit

¬

towers aloft seemingly very near but
I aui told that it is ubout 30 miles dis-
tant

¬

from the mouth of Cherry Creek
During tho daytime the air is very warm
but usually tempered by n good breeze
The nights are cool and one needs to be
covered by a couple of heavy blankets
to sleep comfortably and in the morning
a fellow gets up feeling fresh and frisky

DOWN THE PLATTE
July 1 we resumed our march down

the Platte Our inarches now do not
seem so tedious and monotonous as on
the plains The constantly changing scen-
ery

¬

and abundaneo tyid variety of game
seen ou the march among the foothills
make the time pass more pleasantly In
stead of the everlasting and tiresome
plains we here are traveling occasionally
through large bodies of beautiful piue tim-
ber

¬

KIk deer and antelope are in plenty
and now nnd then a bear is killed by some
of our scouts or guides

The road we nro on now since leaving
the California Trail seems to hnve lieen
traveled but little t Out route continues
down the river uud in a few days we
leave the timber and foothills of the moun-
tains

¬

nnd are again on the plains The
South Platte here is enough like the Ar ¬

kansas on tha ctlier route to be called its
twin sister

Shortly after Icavini Cherry Creek we
passed successively three old abandoned
trading posts or three ruins rather as
there is nothing-- left but the grumbling
dobe walls I anf informed by one of

the old hands that these were formerly oc-
cupied

¬

as trading postst and called re¬

spectively Fort Lupton Fort St Arrain
and Fort Lancaster after their proprie-
tors

¬

Within the walls of one of them we
found half buried in the crumbling dirt
with the muzzle sticking out a small can-
non

¬

without carriage seemingly about a
four pounder It had probably become
disabled nnd being useless was left when
the proprietors abandoned the ranch As
we had no use for It we left is just as wc
found it

THE TWO COMMANDS UNITED
On the Fourth of July we laid over at

a camp not far below the last of these
old forts fired a National Salute of U2
guns from our two howitzers and other¬

wise celebrated the day ns best we could
AVhen the sound of our last gun died

away we were startled to hear the rcuort
of an answering gun come booming over
the plains from down the river aud dis-
tinctly

¬

counted 32 guns from the same di-
rection

¬

Of course wo soon comprehended that
this wus from Col Sumners command
the other half of our expedition and was
tho first we had heard from that com ¬

mand since leaving them at Fort Leaven ¬

worth about two mouths previous
A messenger was immediately dis ¬

patched to the Colonels camp which was
found to be on the opposite side of the
river alwut 13 miles below us When the
messenger returned he brought orders for
us to move down aud join Col Sumners
camp in the morning which wc accord-
ingly

¬

did
When we arrived opposite the Colonels

camp wo found it rather difficult to ford
the river as it was somewhat deep in
places and the quicksand very bad Some
ot our homes and some mule teams mired
down in the quicksand in crossing but we
finally got over without losing a man or
animal

A soldier of Col Sumners command by
the name of Dohcrty had been drowned
in the river the day before and a party
were still searching for the body but with-
out

¬

success
AAe fell into line on the left of the

Colonels command and established our
camp tho Colonel Hying around industri-
ously

¬

to settle us as comfortably as pos-
sible

¬

The old fellow really seemed glad
to see us and the men were glad to see
the Old Bull of tho AVoods as they fa-
miliarly

¬

style our old white haired and
white bearded Colonel for he Is always
the soldiers frieild and tiver ready to
share with them the hardships and dan¬

gers ot u soldiers life
soldiers are many times great gram--

biers growling at
heat cold rations
can think of that

tho weather the dust
nr nnrnimf mica Hnw

needs cursing and growl ¬

ing about AVhen they see that their of-
ficers

¬

fix themselves up comfortably and
seem careless of the welfare and comfort
of their men which is often the case they
grumble and with some reasonable
grouuds But when they see that their
otllcers arc taking their share of the hard ¬

ships aud rough fare they will submit to
anything without n murmur

In this respect onr Colonel hud won
the love ot his men They knew that he
would do all he could to make them com-
fortable

¬

and it thero were discomforts
and hardships tobc endured he would set
an example to h5sJfhcn by taking his share
of them and require the officers under him
to do the same And it a soldier was
abused or oppressed or otherwiso unjust-
ly

¬

used by his company officers- - he was
sure ot redress at the Colonels hands If
the old inua was appealed to He was al-
ways

¬

a bulwark of defense between the
petty tyranny of company officers and
their men

a face mum expedition
AVe occupied this camp several days

making arrangements for a pack mule ex-
pedition

¬

across the country south of us
in quest of the Cheyennes We are to
tako Jti days rations on pack mules turn-
ing

¬

in our tents and nil surplus baggage
Our large wagon train and the sick
lame and lazy of the command nre to
be sent back to Fort Kearny under es-
cort

¬

ot a company of infantry four com¬

panies of the Gth Inf constituting part

-

of the Colonels command Our brass
band will also go back with the train
The wounded prospectorwas sent to Kear-nv- -

and I never heard anything more of
him The only wheeled vehicles accom ¬

panying us will bo one ambulance and our
little battery of tour howitzers command ¬

ed by Second Lieut Geo D Bayard of
Co u and manned by a detail of dis-
mounted

¬

cavalrymen
After fitting out our pack train n cer-

tain
¬

number of mules being allotted to
each company we pack np and cross the
river leaving the train of wagons with
Its escort to proceed at leisure to Fort
Kearny right down tho river

Our pack mules being new to the busi ¬

ness required the attendance of one man
to lead each mule at first with a few
Mexicans or old soldiers who understand
packiug to superintend the train After
a few days training the mules could be
managed in the Mexican fashion thnt is
three or four mules would be strung out
in single file a steady and gentle one be ¬

ing selected for leader the -- bridle-rein of
the next being tied to the first ones tail
and so on The Mexicans or detailed
packers riding along on the flank to see
that in case of the packs becoming disar-
ranged

¬

they would be quickly rendjusted
without stopping the entire train

As soon as a packer notices that a pack
is getting loose or anything wrong he
quickly pulls the mule off the trail slip-
ping

¬

a blind carried on his horses held
over tho eyes of his riding animal to make
it stand quietly dismounts and readjusts
the pack as quickly as possible removes
the blind mounts nnd hurries the mule
up to his place

Most of the mules selected for packing
are tbo little pot bellied Spanish mules as
they appenr to take to the business quite
readily and will follow a train like a dbg
But our American mules do not take to it
as aptly and require constant watching
or leading

After crossing the Platte we followed
down the south bank for two or three
days then struck out in a southeasterly
course under the guidnnce of old Fall
Leaf the leader ot our Delaware guides
and scouts

CoL Sumner has brought with him from
Fort Kearny a party of Pawnees as
guides and scouts rightly judging that
their hereditary nnd implacable hatred of
the Cheyennes would prompt them to
thoroughly scour the country in search
of any sign of the hostiles

Our scouts think they can find the Chey-
ennes

although the trail we are follow-
ing

¬

thes not seem at all fresh In sev-
eral

¬

places we passed old camps of the
enemy but they do not seem to have been
occupied for several months I noticed
on this trail a curious-- way tho Indians
have of stowing away their dead Iu one
or two instances the remains were hoist-
ed

¬

up into the top of trees and securely
tied there wrapped in a buffalo robe or
blanket AVhere no tree was handy the
corpse was placed on a sort of scaffold
made by setting up four stout lodge poles
in the ground

They seem to have a great aversion to
the idea of the wolves eating their dead
but dont so seriously object to the buz-
zards

¬

doing the same job for them In
some cases they bury their dead in the
ground in which instance after protect-
ing

¬

the body by a fraiSework of bent
willows they fill the crave with stones
if any are convenient or if not they
gather a lot of prickly pear plants which
abound in this country and fill the grave
wun tuem alter putting in a little earth
This is a common practice also with white
men on tho plains to prevent the wolves
trom digging ud tne dead

The country we are now traveling over
is areary desolate ana Darren no timber
little grass and water scarce no game
weather dry and hot We are repeatedly
cautioned to keep arms and ammunition
in good order and handy Consequently
we lie down at night each man with hi3
head on his saddle and saddle blanket for
both bed and cover with arms where we
can lay hands on them at a moments
warning We never think of taking off
our clothes now not even our boots dis-
robing

¬

for bed means merely removing
belts and spurs

Our horses are failing some Coming
down from grain feed to grass alone and
sometimes very little of that is having
its effect upon them To favor them the
Colonel requires us to dismount and walk
leading the horses every alternate hour
through tho days march The Old
Bull bets the example at the head of the
column

When this order was first published
from headquarters some of the officers
seemed to think that it did not apply to
them as they furnish their own horses
But Old Bull soon gave them to under-
stand

that it applied to every mounted
officer and soldier iu the command and
thenceforth required company officers to
so march at the head of their companies
